The meeting began with a moment of silence in 
memory of those men and women who lost their lives 
while serving in the Armed Forces stationed at Pearl 
Harbor 63 years ago today and to all servicemen who 
gave their lives in defense of the United States in all 
conflicts. 

In further action, the board approved the minutes 
of the November 16 meeting and the Executive Session 
minutes of that same night.

At 7:10 pm, David Mclntire met with the board to 
discuss a possible exchange of a parcel of land adjacent to 
Town Hall with a parcel in the Industrial Park. The 
Selectmen were inclined to approve the swap, but it 
would require a Town Meeting vote. Selectman Lombard 
noted that the Town Hall is in desperate need of addi- 
tional space and accessibility, and this parcel would allow 
that to happen in the future. 

At 7:15 pm, the board met with Police Chief Mary 
Lyons who presented newly-appointed Lieutenant Paul 
Silveira and newly-appointed Sergeant Robert Dumas. 
After congratulations were extended and pictures with 
the new appointees and their families were taken. Chief 
Lyons proceeded to discuss the new increased responsi- 
bilities placed on the department by Homeland Security. 

At this time no additional funds or grants have 
been made available and the $222 allocated by budget for 
this purpose is woefully inadequate.

At 7:20 pm the board met with John Rockwell for 
an update on the multi-use pathway project. 

"When we started working on sidewalks in town, 
there really wasn't any design information available to 
us/' Mr. Rockwell said. "But we determined early on, if 
we're going to have kids on bicycles competing with 
people walking, (the path) should be eight-feet wide.

Training Your Puppy 

My puppy is 3 months old and still poops in the house. What can I 
do? 

Use a crate. Puppies come to think of a crate as thier own 
room, not a prison. The puppy goes into the crate last thing 
at night after being walked and is taken outside the first 
thing in the morning. After each meal the pup goes outside 
to the same spot with adult supervision and recieves praise 
for eliminating. The pup should stay in the crate during the 
day when he is not interacting with family members. He 
should go outside every 30-60 minutes when he is free in the 
house. Most dogs are housebroken by 6 months. 
When can I start teaching him tricks? 
Start immediately! Have short training sessions of 1-2 
minutes, 10-30 times daily Start with ''come, sit, stay'' and 
then add other tricks as you desire. Heal is important with a 
large breed pup. If the dogs walks ahead of you on a leash, 
turn around and start walking in the opposite direction. 
Praise the pup constantly when he/ she is walking without 
pulling.

plan for Creek Road first, at the suggestion of the Board of 
Selectmen. There was a section of Point Road between 
Route 6 and Creek Road that we did a plan for (which) 
was also approved/' 

After hitting some snags with the Creek Road 
project which dragged on for nearly two years, Mr. 
Rockwell said they are ready to "start up again.'' 

"We go out and walk the road," he said, outling 
how the process works. "We then write to all the people 
who live on that road so they can come out and ask 
questions. Then we'll do a proposed design for the 
sidewalk and have a public hearing. After the public 
hearing we'll do a final design and bring it before the 
Board of Selectmen (for approval). Once our designs are 
done, the Selectmen will hire an engineer and, as we 
learned on Creek Road, sometimes what we've drawn up 
for conceptual designs doesn't work ... (so) they will do 
some redesign work." 

Selectman Jeffrey said he supports moving 
forward with other portions of the multi-use path, but he 
cautioned Mr. Rockwell that it all hinges on funding. "If 
you remember there was a big discussion if we were 
going (to proceed with the multi-use path) because it was 
going to cost the town a lot of money," Selectman Jeffrey 
said. "In order to go forward, which I think we should try 
to do, we need to think about the funding and what 
(areas) are the most important." 

"The financial reality is we're not going to pave 
sidewalks tomorrow," Mr. Rockwell said. "But we'd like

to get them all done (eventually)/' 

Selectman Henry felt Point Road and Converse 
Road should be the next priority areas for the multi-use 
pathway 

"What we need to do is coordinate with the 
various groups to see if this is feasible," Selectman Jeffrey 
said. 

"There is a tie-in between traffic speed and 
pedestrian fatalities," Mr. Rockwell said, referencing the 
recent pedestrian fatality on Converse Road which 
spurred this new interest in the multi-use pathway. 

"Everybody agrees the problem is speed, but I 
don't see us doing much about it," added resident Carol 
Sanz. "We've identified the problem (but) everyone else 
dismisses it. I don't think there's enough being done 
about it." 

"If you slow people down so they're doing 35 
MPH instead of 45 MPH, there will be less fatalities, but 
you'll still have people going to the hospital," Mr. 
Rockwell said. 

Chairman Pierce next revisited the formation of a 
Fireworks Study Committee. To date, no one has volun- 
teered to join and he once again encouraged those inter- 
ested in seeking appointment to this newly-formed 
committee to submit their names to the Board of Select- 
men, c/o Marion Town House, 2 Spring Street, Marion, 
MA 02738. 

Chairman Pierce also suggested the possible 
forming of a Wind Study Power Committee to follow in 
the footsteps of Mattapoisett in looking into the alterna- 
tive energy source. 

But Selectman Jeffrey suggested a review of 
existing committees and boards before they make any 
new appointments to specfic groups. He feels there are 
many boards and committees now which are not being 
utilized to their full potential. "My only concern is we've

On a similar matter, Mr. Eldridge also advised of 
the sharp increase in the cost of salt for icy roads. In the 
winter of 2004 he said the Highway Department used 275 
tons of salt and spent approximately $9,300 ($33.75 per 
ton). This year, he anticipates using about the same 
amount of salt (300 tons) but the rate has jumped to $52.99 
per ton which would bring their anticipated cost to 
$15,897 for this year. 

• Letter from the Rochester Land Trust Clerk 
Susan Peterson regarding property off Sarah Sherman 
Road owned by Karl Ashley TIL Mr. Ashley recently 
requested the removal of two acres of this total 44.73-acre 
parcel from the Chapter 61A conservation restriction so 
the smaller portion could be developed.

As one of the 22 plaintiffs in the Tinkham Forest suit, I 
will accept recent Letters to the Editor chiding us for ''thwart- 
ing'' the will of the people.

Without going into questionable details about the swap 
or responding to so much misinformation in the recent letters, 
suffice it to say the primary reason for going to court is to get a 
judicial answer to the following question:

If a man is only as good as his 
word, how good is a town if it will capitulate to the promise of 
big bucks at the expense of integrity?

guidelines would be expanded immediately to include 
people ages 65 and older and others considered high risk. 

"After monitoring the progress of our state-wide 
flu distribution plan and consulting with members of the 
health care community administering the flu vaccine, I 
believe the majority of those individuals most at risk for 
serious complications from the flu have been vaccinated 
at this time/' Ms. Ferguson said. 

Since October 27 the threshold age for the at-risk 
population had been 75, in accordance with emergency 
guidelines issued by Ms. Ferguson. 

She added that those individuals at the greatest 
risk and certain categories of health care workers have 
had a five-week period of time during which they were 
given priority status for flu vaccination. Based upon 
recent information on the current supply of vaccine, the 
following guidelines will take effect immediately: 

Fiealth care providers should now administer flu 
vaccine to individuals in the following high risk catego- 
ries, which are considered of equal importance: 

• All children aged six to 23 months; 

• Adults age 65 years or older; 

• Persons two to 64 years with underlying 
chronic medical conditions; 

• All women who will be pregnant during the 
influenza season; 

• Residents of nursing homes and long-term care 
facilities; 

• Children six months to 18 years on chronic 
aspirin therapy; 

• Flealth-care workers involved in direct patient 
care and emergency first responders; and 

• Out-of home caregivers and household contacts 
of children six months and younger. 

Residents who meet the criteria as outlined above 
are encouraged to attend one of the following flu clinics to

Nowhere

The Life and Death of Peter Sellers. Starring Geoffrey Rush and 
Charlize Theron. Directed by Stephen Hopkins. Running time: 
122 minutes. Rated TV-MA. Check www.HBO.com for schedule. 

Comedians are a notoriously miserable lot, or so goes the pop- 
culture legend. Crying on the inside, they face the lights and trans- 
mute their private agonies into pratfalls. The specimen we meet in 
The Life ana Death of Peter Sellers, one of HBO's usual iconoclastic 
biopics, is a hollow man to himself and others, an ingenious chame- 
leon who has no true face. In this telling — based on a book by Roger 
Lewis — Sellers, who rose to international fame as Inspector Clouseau 
in the Pink Panther series, was an impossible narcissist, mama's boy, 
and all-around case of arrested development. Given to lavish dis- 
plays of atonement as well as rage, such as buying his little boy a 
pony after smashing the child's toys. Sellers railed against his surfeit 
of onscreen personality by sabotaging his own. He may have felt that 
no one wanted him — just him with an accent, a fake nose. 

The movie itself, directed by Stephen Hopkins {Lost in Space) in 
a rather extreme change of pace, deals in the expected psychotherapy 
(it's all Mama's fault) and inevitably functions as a shallowly tele- 
scoped portrait of a thirty-year career. Some attention is paid to 
Sellers' virtuoso three-character work in Stanley Kubrick's Dr. 
Strangelove (Stanley Tucci drops in for a sly turn as Kubrick), none at 
all given to Lolita, Sellers' prior film for Kubrick. Roughly half the 
film documents Sellers' tempestuous marriage to Britt Eklund 
(Charlize Theron, gratefully glamming back up), but forgets about 
his subsequent two wives and gives his first one (gamely rendered by 
Emily Watson) little more than a bit role. 

As a showcase for Geoffrey Rush, though. Life and Death is more 
than worthwhile. A fellow chameleon, though presumably sounder 
of mind. Rush takes on the formidable task of mimicking Sellers' 
best-known roles — Clouseau, Strangelove — and does spooky 
justice to the source. Physically, Rush shares Sellers' broad-shoul- 
dered knack for knockabout comedy, and though the 53-year-old 
Rush doesn't look much like the Sellers of the Goon S/zozf/ Ealing 
Studios years (where the movie begins), he grows into Sellers' face 
the older Sellers gets, and by the time Sellers nabs his dream role in 
Being There the resemblance is startling. Even before then, from 
certain angles Rush is an uncanny dead ringer. Looks aren't every- 
thing, though, and the performance wouldn't work if Rush couldn't

paint a coherent picture of an often incoherent man. (The movie 
should' ve been called Nowhere Man.) 

Driven to success by his fear of an anonymous life in a London 
flat changing diapers, and resentful of success when it came. Sellers 
seems never to have heard the maxim "Be careful what you wish for; 
you just might get it." Money troubles force him to glue on the 
Clouseau mustache again; he gets drunk at the wrap party and 
insults Pink Panther director Blake Edwards (John Lithgow, wfio has 
not been credible in a wig for at least a decade, but triumphs with one 
of his warmer, saner performances). Brushes with mortality push 
Sellers to realize his long-coveted role as the aptly-named Chance in 
Being There; Sellers' near-fatal first coronary allows director Hopkins 
his most inspired moment, when Sellers, ever the narcissist, is 
haunted by all his film characters, a Scrooge visited by himself. 

Still, at the end of the lumpy two hours, one questions the point 
of the tale. This is a man who looks into a mirror (as the soundtrack 
breaks out David Bowie's welcome but too-on-the-nose "Space 
Oddity") and sees nothing — how can you dramatize that? The 
filmmakers try, and Rush performs heroically, but what we're left 
with is a cluttered pastiche of an unhappy life. It's not Hopkins' fault 
that Citizen Kane and Sunset Boulevard were there first (talk about 
hard acts to follow — particularly when re-enacting Strangelove), and 
he does get some clever use out of a device in which Sellers plays 
various figures in his life (sadly, we don't get Geoffrey Rush in a 
blonde wig doing his best Charlize Theron) . The Life and Death of Peter 
Sellers will be talked about primarily for Rush's various transforma- 
tions, but — except for a beautifully evocative final frame of Sellers 
alone on a snowy street — it can't do much to suggest Sellers' inner 
drama or explain why we're spending an evening with this mercurial 
wretch.
